
1. The following barracks and buildings were occupied by Hungarian units: 

a u Cavalry Barracks on Andrashidai Street: Unidentified unit. 

b e Hew Artillery Barracks on Caspar! cs Hark Street: Unidentified 
unit. The construction of the new barracks, composed of a five~story 
main building and 17 other buildings., xvas not completed. The main 
building and five other buildings had been constructed at the time 
of observation. 

c. Former school building opposite the Franciscan Church: Occupied 
by elements of the 8th Border Guard Bn. 

d. Two~stoiy villa on Kosztelany Street, corner of ietoefi Street: 
Information center of aircraft warning service. 

e„ House ho 59 on Kossuth Lajo3 Street: 9th Uecruiting District 
Headquarters. 

2. Villa Ko 15 on Zarda Street was occupied by a Soviet Lieutenant 
Colonel who wore a uniform or civilian clothes. He was always seen 
in the company of Hungarian officers and was repeatedly observed with 
Hungarian units leaving the town for fid d exercises. Ko other Soviet 
military personnel were observed. 

3. The Hungarian units in the military post were reinforced in early 
October 1949? Tne new units bivouacked first in a tent camp north of 
the town and then moved into tue new Artillery Barracks, 


a. A request for ration supplies nhich was transmitted by the 
Hungarian units to the municipal administration in mid-Octjber 1949 
indicated a ration strength of 1,600.
